Report of Camp Committee to the Executive Committee 
Season 1939 
our Camp Committee presents the following report: The Camp 
Mr Eines season for 1939 was carried on in its usual effective manner. 
r. Elmer Hovland of Topeka for the second season was the superintend-

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Camp this past summer with a total number of 1,163. The umber of 
visitors was considerably over 500. 

The major improvement made this year was the connection with the 
Federal High Line which made it possible to have more effective lighting 
in the buildings and on the grounds. New wiring was required for the 
buildings and extension of wiring was made throughout the grounds. It 


was necessary that the work should meet the approval of the Inspector so 


that we are assured that it has been well done. The cost of this improve- 
ment was something over $400.00. Few additional improvements were 
made except for the painting of a cabin, the North wing cf the dining 
room, the screening of dining room and chapel and the whitewashing of 
fences and other buildings. A drinking fountain was built and the side- 
walk laid from the chapel to the girls’ cabins. The total cost of capital 
improvements including the purchase of beds and mattresses was $735.55. 
The net inccme for the year, over and above the running of the Camp, 
was $1,549.95. $759.00 went into improvements and $700. 00 the paying

Your present Camp Committee has had charge of the EK. for four 
years and for your information we give a brief resume things ac- 
complished: 

The total income for the four seasons including some 10. was over 
826,500.00 and the outlay which has gone for the improvement of the 
Camp and the expenditures have been practically the same amount since 
the balance in the treasury is $34.56. The Committee liquidated the mort- 
gage indebtedness on the Camp of $5,000.00 or over for $1,000.00. During 
the four seasons there have been 5,068 campers, and visitors that run in- 
to the thousands. The following are some of the major improvements, 


most of which have been made during the seasons of 1937-38-39: 


The dining hall has been enlarged to care for 100 additional 
diners ; a concrete floor laid throughout the dining hall, kitchen, 
boys’ and girls’ washrooms and the new chapel; a new store- 
room with cement floor; a new dishwashing room with cup- 
boards and cement floors; 200 steel folding chairs; chairs; dishes 
with the Indianhead design, knives, forks,and spoons to éare for 
over 200 campers; purchase of Camp car; a large number of cots, 
folding beds and mattresses; a chapel with capacity of 300; pews, 
piano, pulpit and altar for the same; three latrines; a cabin for 
the stewardess; hot and cold showers in the boys’ and girls’ wash- 
rooms} additional water tanks and laying of water pipés; new 
boats; dining room tables sufficient to care for 300; the purchase 
of an electric light generator in 1937, and last, the completion 
of electric light service for building and grounds taken from 
the Federal High Line. These improvements and other minor im-

Behuests and cash re- 
ceipts were very low. The ULCA has practically discontinued its sup- 
ported. The expenses, while held down to the very minimum, were still 
beyond our income. 

During the year the usual activities were carriedion. 67 aged and 66 
children were cared for. There were seven deaths amcng the aged and 
one death among the children, which was the first death among the chil- 
dren in the history of Tabitha. 


Preparations for the 1940 campaign were carrild out according to 
schedule. On November 16 the scheduled meeting of synodical repre- 
sentatives was held at the Home with the Board. Fourteen synodical rep- 
resentatives, two representatives from Lincoln and nine board members 
were present. Buildings and property were examined. It was the unan- 
imous decision of the committee that the new building was badly needed

_ We believe that crop ec inditions affect us materially, and with better 
conditions our income will increase. In 1940 our efforts will be directed 
mostly to the building fund and no doubt the current income will suffer. 
We must ask our congregaticns to bear this in mind and while they are 
gine their utmost to support the building fund yet our * must be 
and current expenses must be taken care of as well.

| The past year has been a fruitful one for the young people of the 
synod, who seem to have a strong sense of unity in spite of being widely 
scattered. Several things, toward which we have been working for a num- 
ber of years have contributed to this:— 

1. A smooth working synodical Luther League organization with 
able and consecrated leadership among the young people themselves, 
tho have been taking more and more responsibility for the direction of 


their own program. | 

2. The annual week’s program at Camp Wa-Shun-Ga. The 1939 
camp was attended by 150 registered young people and 19 leaders, the 
largest number ever registered for this program. Twenty parishes of the 
synod were represented. | 

3. A number of rallies, some including a few neighboring churches, 
several conference-wide, and one, a training school for local league of- 
ficers, synod-wide in scope. This inter-change of fellowship amine our 
young people is invaluable in developing their loyalty to their church and 
their sense of its unity and strength. : 


The synodical league is endeavoring to include in its fellowship and 
activities the young people of every parish in the synod. Some very fine 
contacts have been had in the past year with young pecple from Midwest 
synod churches located on our territory. There are no membership fees 
or apportionments except as the local leagues voluntarily set their own. 
This system of financing the synodical league has proven itself, after 
about five years’ trial, to be a ccmplete success. Since its adoption the 
synodical league has consistently shown a substantial balance in its treas- 
ury, more leagues than there-to-for have helped to support the general 
treasury, and the program of the league as a whole has been expanded. 
In 1939 the syncdical league paid its dues to the Luther League of Amer- 
ica in full, finished meeting its quota on the Konnarcck missionary pro- 
ject, paid more than half of its apportionment for the 1939-41 missicnary 
project and over paid its quota for the Luther League of America sus- 
taining membership fund. It is to be noted that the league program is 
supported entirely by our young people with the exception cf the Synod’s 
grant of $75 for the annual summer camp program. i

39 congregations, and 36 were returned. We found 240 students, of whom 
229 were in non-Lutheran colleges, universities, and schools, and 11 in 
Lutheran institutions. One man was reported preparing for the ministry.

“UNLESS OUR TERRITORIES GIVE BETTER SUPPORT TO 
OUR LUTHERAN COLLEGES, WITHIN THE NEXT FIVE YEARS, 
ALL OF OUR UNITED LUTHERAN COLLEGES, WITH THE POS- 
SIBLE EXCEPTION OF TWO, WILL BE RANKED AMONG THE

tion of Dr. Gould Wickey, Executive Secretary of the Board of Educa- 


tion. 
Midland is not now a member of the North-Central Association of 
Colleges, the acerediting on this territory. Since Midland is in 
the business of education, as well as Christian education, it must concern 
itself with educational standards as well as Christian convictions. The 
inability of Midland to meet the requirements of the N.C.A.C., has hand- 
icapped the college as an educational institution, and will continue to 
stalk like a ghost on guard, until Midland is received into the family of 

demically-recognized colleges. | 

_ While those distant from the college itself may cry “emphasize 

ristian” and forget the man-made systems of accrediting,” as long as 
M dland remains an educational institution, it will be measured by educa- 
tional standards — and always at our expense as Lutherans. The require- 
ments for membership are not too high, but at the present time, are too 
high for Midland. | | | 

_ Among the needed rungs of the ladder that Midland must ascend, we 
mention but two. They are (1) Salary increases; and (2) library main- 
tenance. Midland pays its teachers as much as can be afforded under 
sent conditions. While here and there a pastor may rise to say “some 
of them earn more than ministers,” let it be kept in mind that Midland’s 
teachers are not to be compared with preachers, but with the teaching 
scale of educational institutions. Why some of them remain at Midland 
is an unsolved mystery. Men like the late Prof. Crouse feel “called” to 
mae and are satisfied with insufficient salaries. Many handicap the 
a 


future of their careers and families by remaining at Midland. Many have 
faith that when conditions improve, they and their services will not be 
forgotten by the Church. : : 
For this 15 of life on the part of consecrated teachers, the 
urch should be grateful, but should not satisfy her conscience forever 
by offering “votes of thanks.” The salary question also enters Midland 
in the inescapable vicious circle of personnel and salary. To operate a 
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school requires teachers of ability and scholarship, who are bolstered-up, 
academically speaking, by earned degrees. To secure these, more money 
must be offered, and lacking the funds, Midland is unable to attract 
some leaders whem it would like to list on its faculty. It is a hopeful 
thing, however, that President Wiegman has made it a goal to meet the 


pay-roll on time, but there are certain months of the year when tuition, 


and apportionment funds have been depleted, when meeting the payroll 


tries the soul of the administration. 


The second rung, is the library. The NCAC will not be satisfied with 


Midland’s method of stocking its library with the latest books. Midland’s 
library, while better than many in Nebraska colleges, is still not. good 
enough. It falls down, not on the present number of volumes, but on the 
insufficient funds with which to add to the volumes already on the shelves. 
The present system at Midland is to utilize the matriculation fee of each 
student and ear-mark it “for the library.” A hundred new students, even 
at $10 each, would net only $1,000. This amount, when divided into many 
departments, reduces the quotas to ridiculously low totals. The result is 
inevitable, each department will get few books. AND, in running a school 
THE LATEST BOOKS are necessities. 8 


Thus Midland College, competing in the field of education with 
schools that are tax-supported, faces its task undermanned, underpaid and 
under-privileged. But despite these handicaps, Midland College continues 
to serve the Church on this territory by majoring in the field of Christian 
ee for which it was founded. Midland is attempting to be positive 


One of the biggest improvements at the college is the “Luther- 
anizing” of the chapel. An altar (the one formerly used at Ottawa, Kan- 
sas) has been set in place; the chapel seats have been arranged as to 
provide a center aisle. 1 

Chapel talks by President Wiegman and by others selected by a 
special ccmmittee are meeting the needs of the student body at the chapel 


‘Sessions. There is present a definite, positive Christian atmosphere on 


the campus. 


The past Synodical year has been marked by many changes at the 
college. There has been a change in administration. The Rev. Fred C. 
Wiegman resigned his pastorate at Salem Lutheran, Fremont, to succeed 
Dr. H. F. Martin, who resigned. With typical energy and determination, 
President Wiegman began a program of “face-lifting” about the campus 
that has resulted in removal of former “eye-sores,” unattractive features 
about rooms and landscape improvements on the campus. He quickly re- 
cognized the merits of the students persistent request for a Student- 
Union, and converted several rooms below the newly renovated Presi- 
dent’s apartments for this purpose. Here young men and women can visit, 
study or play games. | | 

Further, President Wiegman has been responsible for changing the 
former system of book-keeping in the college office. A new chart of ac- 
count has been put into effect, so as to put the accounting system into 
conformity with the set-up advised by the Financial Advisory Service of 
the American Council on Education, prompted by the Office of Education 
of the Department of the Interior. A special study is being made of 
the Endowment funds, to trace their sources and values, and to determine 
the legal uses to which the fund and their earnings can or dare not be put. 
The Board of Trustees was taken on a tour of inspection of all college- 
owned properties, so that the Board members know where their funds 
are invested in Fremont.

part-time in the college. The clerical help in the college offices has been 


reduced to a minimum. The student body consists of 276 persons.
